MORGAN SHOWS HE IS 
NOT AFRAID OF ENGLAND 


Republicans Have Abandoned Their 
Efforts at a Cloture Rule So 
Far as This Session of the 
National Congress Is 
Concerned.

Washington. March 6.—(Special.)—The 
sepublicans have abandored their efforts 
at a cloture rule, so far as this session 
of congtess is concerned... After a thor- 
ough canvass on the republican side, Sen- 
ator Platt, of Connecticut, who submitted 
the proposed amendment to the rules, 
found that there was lI'ttle inclination, 
even among the supporters of the propo- 
sition, to fight it out at this time, though 
he consented to his amendment going to 
the committee on rules. This carries the 
struggle over until a regular session of 
congress, and in all probability .means its 
_ final abandonment. 

Most, if not all, of the members of the 
rules committee are opposed to the 
.cloture rule, and a number of the strong- 
est republicans will aid in killing it. 
Sporadic attempts at such a rule have 
not been infrequent, but they have al- 
Ways proved unavailing, as it is pretty 
safe to predict this one will prove. 

When the senate convened today the 
galleries were. packed with people, a 
majority of whom, as on recent days, 
were composed of visitors to the city. The 
executive gallery was ablaze with blue, 
gold cord and epauleites, the visitors be- 
ing members of the staff of Governor 
Yates, of Illinois. 

Roosevelt Shows a Frown. 

Promptly at noon Vice President Roose- 
velt entered the chamber. As he stepped 
foward to his desk to call the senate to 
order a burst of spontaneous applause 
rang through the galleries. With evidént 
manifertations of his disarproval, the 
vice president seized his gavel and rapped 
sharply twice for order. Glancing stern- 
ly .around the galleries, he said, and the 
words cut through the chamber like a 
knife- 

“Jf there is any applause or dis- 
order the sergeant-at-arms will clear 
the ‘galleries.”’ 

The chaplain, in his invocation, referre 
with deep pathos to the sorrow which 
has fallen upon the junior senator from 
Alabama, Mr. Pettus, and his wife in the 
death of their only son. 

inquiry from Mr. Teller brought out 
the fact that it was not the intention of 
Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, to press his 
clctvre resolution during the present ses- 
sion, and the resolution Was referred to 
the committee on rules. | 

After the routine of morning business 
had been transacted, Mr. Morgan ad- 
dresséd the senate upon his resolution. He 
said h: would exclude from his argument 
any consideration of the Panama canal 
commission. The only prospect of the 
construction of the Nicaraguan canal 
now by the United States rested upon 
the protovols which had been entered 
into between this country and the gov- 
ernments of Nicaragua and Costa Rica. 
He challenged any senator to point to a 
single proposition which Great Britain 
had made for. such a modification of tne 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty as would admit 
of the construction of the Nicaragua 
or.ral. No such action, he said, ever had 
been taken by Great Britain. During all 
the time when Americans were “hugging 
to their bosoms” the delusion that Great 
Britain eventually would enter upon a 
friendly arrangetcent for the construc- 
ticn of the canal Great Britain had pre- 
served “a profound and golden silence.”’ 
He called her silence ‘“‘golden’’ because, 
he asserted, Great Pritain, through Liver- 
povol, which was the commercial center 
of the world, was being enriched and the 
United States, because of the lack of the 
Nicaragua canal, was contributing to the 
enriching of Great Britain. 


Knows What England Wants. 


“There cannot be anything mofre pre- 
cious today to Great Britain,”’ said Mr. 
Mcrgan, “than to prevent the construc- 
_tlon.of the Nicaraguan canal. If Great 
Biitain by her ‘golden silence’ can pre- 
vent that her profits will continue, and 
the longer she can co that the greater 
will be her profits on the Suez canal. She 
has remained as silent as the sphinx 
vhich looks out upon the Nile and upon 
the desert, and sh seems to be looking 
out upon a desert of wasted American op- 

rtunities and, sad to say, American 
onor. Great Britain is still silent.’ 

With some feeling, in referring to the 
Claytan-Bulwer treaty, the Alabama sen- 
stor, said: 

“We will make no compromise with 
Great Britain upon that subject. We wiil 
make no concession to Great Brita!n in re- 
lation to that treaty. What we shall do 
with it (and some of our people are op- 
posed even to that) is’that we shall de- 
clare it abrogated. If the vote on my 
resolution could be taken today it weuld 
inform the president of the United States 
that he has no two-thirds majority in 
the senate to adopt any comprgmise he 
may make with Great Britain. If it is the 
rurpose of Great Britain still to look for 
delay, she ¥ll not get it. If it be her 
determination to pick a quarrel with us 
about it, she will find the United States 
can muster at least half the number of 
men who voted fo: the president in the 
laet election—fighting mcn. And she will 
find when that war terminates that the 
steel band which binis the throne in 
London with Australia and India and 
yesses through Canada will have been 
rent in twain; and with its severance, 
down will go the empire. 

» “She will find that her possessions in 
the Carribean sea have lapsed. She will 
find that she has overtaxed our patience. 
She has started with a new king and’

PHILIPPINE TARIFF RATES. 


Copy of Schedule Recommended by 
ut the Commission. 
Washington, March 6.—A copy of the 
Beis tnbtaitend 


tariff schedule, as 
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sion, has been forwarded to the war de- 
partment. The classi tion of the Cu- 
ban tariff has been followed in the main. 

In two cases only, throughout the en- 
tire bill, are ad valorem duties assessed, 
namely, on crude materials and on goods 
not elsewhere provided for at 10 and 2% 
per cent respectively. rm 

Throughout the bill the question of rev- 
enue has been kept steadily in view. The 
necessary food products, the raw materi- 
als of Philippine industries, the tools, im- 
plements ‘and. machinery: of. production, 
the materials of transportation by land 
and sea, and the producers and trans- 
mitters of power have been taxed as 
lightly -as possible. To manufactured 
goods and artieles have been assigned 
rates graduated to the means and necés- 
sities of the consumers, due regard being 
had to the many existing industries and 
to those which must be inevitably intro- 
duced inthe near future. Luxuries, 
whether in beverages, food, cothing, car- 
riages or ornaments, have been taxed as 
highly as.is consistent with the produc- 
tion of the most revenue. Kerosene oil, 
which is even now cheaper than the na- 
tive cocoanut oil, hag been reduced to a 
point which, in the opinion of the com- 
mission, will cause the greatest impor- 
tation and the largest revenue. 

The duty on coal has been reduced 50 
per cent. On crude petroleum, which, it 
is stated, owing to the great and still ad- 
vancing price of coal, must soon come 
into use as a fuel, the duty has been re- 
duced to almost a nominal rate. Build- 
ing materials of every description and all 
industrial machinery bears but little bur- 
den. 


CHANDLER TO GET GOOD PLACE. 


Will Be Made Chairman of War 
Claims Commission. 


Washington, March 6.—The appoint- 
ment of the war claims commissioners 
and the St, Louis exposition commission- 
ers will be made very shortly. In addi- 
tion some other important appointments 
are perding. 

Although official announcement of the 
fact is withheld for the present in order 
to avoid an adverse influence upon Mr. 
Meiklejohn’s contest before the Nebraska 
legislature, it is known here that Colonel 
William Carey Sanger, of New York, has 
accepted the post of assistant secretary 
of war to succeed Mr. Meiklejohn. It is 
believed that the change will take place 
toward the end of the month. 

Senator Chandler has been slated for 
the chairmanship of the war claims com- 
mission and several of the St. Louis fair 
jlcommissioners, among them ex-Repre- 
sentative Allen, of Mississippi; 
Chambers, of Alabama, and ex-Represen- 
tative Rodenburg, of Illinois, are under- 
stood to have been already decided upon. 


WAS USELESS TO TALE TO HIM. 


Gage Replies to Manufacturers Mak- 
ing a Protest. 

Washington, March 6—The. delegation 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion which yesterday called on Secretary 
Gage to protest against his action in de- 
claring a countervailing duty against 
Russian beet sugar, has received the re- 
ply of the secretary. 

The secretary explained at some length 
that it was perfectly useless for any as- 
sociation of manufacturers or any one 
else to demand of the treasury depart- 
ment the repeal of the countervailing 
duty order. The duty in question, he 
said, was imposed in obedience to the law 
of congress and was a matter over which 
the treasury had po control except to car- 
ry out the law. 


WILL ENFORCE CLOTURE RULE. 


Democrats of Maryland To Outwit 
the Filibusters. 

Annapolis, Md., March 6.—It has been 
determined in caucus that the only meas- 
ures to be considered during the special 
session of the Maryland legislature will 
be the new ballot law, thle act to enable 
Baltimore city to borrow $12,000,000 with 
which to build a sewerage system and 
the bill to provide for a census of the 
state to be made by state enumerators 
for the purpose of fixing the proper repre- 
sentation in the general assembly. It 
has also been determined to enforce tne 
cloture rule in the senate in order to pre- 
vent filibustering. It is therefore prob- 
able that the special session which began 
at noon today will not be a long one and 
that the plans of the democrats, if ac- 
complished at all, will be carried out well 
within the thirty days’ limit fixed by the 
constitution. 


VISITORS AT WHITE HOUSE. 


Many Called but Only Delegations 
Were Admitted. 
Washington, March 6.—The white house 
was fairly overrun with visitors today. 
Thousands of those who were here to 
attend the inauguration crowded the 
grounds and all day they clamored at the 


doors of the mansion for admission. How- ; 


ever, the doors were closed to all except 
delegations and others who had arranged 
in advance to be received. 

President Arnott and the executive 
council of the Southern Baptist church, 
colored, were received in the room ad- 
joining the cabinet chambers, They pre- 
sented the president with an address, 
making a pleq for the appointment of 
colored officers in the army. 


DISCUSSED BY COMMITTEES. 


No Reorganization of Committees 
During Present Session. 


Washington, March 6.—While no formal 
action to that effect has been taken by 
the republican senators, it is quite defi- 
nitely decided that there will be no re- 
organization of the senate committees 
during the present session of the senate. 
This decision will have the effect of 
leaving the appointees of retiring .sena- 
tors in their various positions unti] the 
convening of congress next December. 

There was some d:scussion in the senate 
committee on foreign relations today as 
to whether there should be an effort. to 
have the reciprocity treaties pending in 
the senate acted upon at this session, but 
no definite conclusion was reached. 

All 6f the reciprocity treaties will ex- 
pire by limitation before the next session 
of congress.

MURDER OF CAPTAIN JONES. 


More Barbarities of the Chinese Re- 
cently Committed. 

Victoria, B. C., March 6.—An account is 
given in advices by the Empress of India, 
which arrived here today, of the bar- 
barous murder of Captain Watts Jones. 
It is said that he was received with ap- 
parent friendliness in the yamen of Shan 
Si and was in the act of receiving his 
passport when his hands were struck 
off. He was then taken outside the ya- 
men, sliced in severa] pieces and his head 
cut off. His companion, a Roman Cath- 
olic bishop, was put to a lingering death, 
his tortures being inflicted so gradually 
that it was four days before death re- 
lieved him. 


VAUDEVILLE MANAGERS MEET 


Took Action Which Will End the 
White Rats’ Strike. 

New York, March 6.—The Assoctation 
of Vaudeville Managers met today. 
Among the managers present were Jacob 
Wells, Richmond and Norfolk, and R. 
Coley Anderson, Atlanta, Ga. 

Manager D. F. Hennessy gave out a 
statement after the meeting adjourned in 
which he said that the action of the east- 
ern board, recommending that the com- 
mission of 5 per cent on performers’ 
contracts be abolished, was ratified. It 
is believed the strikers will now return 
to work. 


WAS SHOT TO DEATH BY A MOB 


Negro Who Assaulted a Woman, Is 
Quickly Punished. 
Shreveport, La., March 6.—Wi!l Davis, 
alias Williams, said to be the negro who 
outraged Mrs. Attaway at Blanchard, La., 
Monday, was shot to death by a mob after 
being fully identified by his victim, today. 
After escaping from Blanchard the ne- 
gro came to Shreveport and obtained em- 
ployment on the track: gang of the Kansas 
City Southern rairoad, where he was rec- 
ognized and captured at 9 o’clock this 
morning. The negro, it is claimed, ad- 

mitted his guilt. 


CARGO WILL BE FORFEITED. 


Vessel Violates the Maritime Laws 
and Is Caught. 

Nerfolk, Va., March 6.—(Special.)—Live- 
lier times are ahead for the barkentine 
Stephen G. Hart, which arrived here yes- 
terday, than she encountcred even in the 
terrible storm that blew her a thousand 
miles out of her course and delayed her 
over forty days.

COAL MINES IN TENNESSEE. 


State Labor Commissioner Submits 
Annual Report. 

Knoxville, Tenn., March 6.—(Special.)— 
State Labor Commissioner A. Shiflett 
has just completed his report for the year 
1900. It shows that there are now 114 coal 
mines in the state, all in east Tennessee, 
the product of which was 3,904,048 tons. 
Fourteen new mines were opened during 
the year. There were sixty-four accidents, 
ten being fatal. The number of coke 
ovens is 1,923 with 1,662 tn active operation. 
During the year 188 coke ovens were built. 
The tonnage of coke proxluced was 494,438. 


MINISTER WORKING IN MINE. 


Tennessee Preacher Has Finally Been

Los Angeles, Ca!., March 6.—Mather Su- 
perior Mary Mariana is dead at the Sis- 
ters’ hospital, aged seventy-one years.

Character, 
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IIMMERMAN'S BOY 1S 
IN SERIOUS. TROUBLE 


Officer at Liverpool Dock ‘Met Duke 
When He Landed — Actress 
Sues for Breach of Promise, 
Will Be Highly Spicy 
Trial. 


Liverpool, March 6.—On his arrival here 
today on the Oceanic from New York, 
the duke of Manchester, who, with his 
bride, was a passenger on board, was 
served with a writ for alleged breach of 
promise, at the instance.of Miss Portia 
Knight, of London. She is an Amcrican, 
twenty-three or twenty-four years of age. 
She was on the stage in New VYork for 
some time, and has been living privately 
in London for a year. She referred 
the Associated Press to her lawyers. The 
writ has been out for some time, she 
said, and she did not know whether it 
would be served in America or England. 
Miss Knight was g‘'ad to hear that it had 
been served ir Liverpoel. 

The duke of Manchester says he was 
not served with a writ, and does not 
know anything abcut the reported suit 
for breech of promise. 

Miss Knight in Earnest. 

London, March 6.—The Manchester sen- 
saticn promises to rival the Westminster 
scandal. Althcugh the duke of Manghes- 
ter asserts that the writ has not been 
served upon him in thé suit for alleged 
breach of promise, this is quite imma- 
terial, as the writ has been issued and 
proceedings have commer ced. 

This entirely unexpected sequel to one 
of the most interesting marriages between 
American heiresses and representatives 
of the British nobility had its inception 
shortly after the duke of Manchester so 
suddenly made Miss. Zimmerman a duch- 
ess. Miss Knight's allegations are not yet 
cbtainable, but it is evident that she is 
in earnest and that the suit was brought 
without any idea of gaining publicity. 
She is about the same age as the duke of 
Manchester, possibly a trifle older. Their 
acquaintance began, a representative cof 
the Associated Press is informed, when 
Miss Knight was living in Stirim's man- 
sions, in Lendon, where the duke fre- 
quently, visited. The-empldyees of the 
mansions say the acquaintance ripened 
to a stage where they quarreled frequent- 
ly and that the visits continued until only 
about six months ago, when the duke 
no longer called there, and: Miss Knight 
tock a flat elsewhere. She is now tiving 
in London amid friends of position and 
means. 

Unlike the duchess, Miss Knight is a 
picnounced brunette, with an olive com- 
plexion. No one met the duke and duch- 
ess of Manchester on their arrival- at 
Euston station, London. » The duchess 
looked extremely well and very pretty. 
The duke seemed rather worried. When 
asked by a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press if it were true that he had 
been served with a writ, he replied: 

“It is quite untrue. I know nothing 
about the suit. I am feeling quite fit and 
had a fine time in Annerica.”’ 

“Come along,’’ said the duchess, and the 
ccuple jumped into a cab and drove off. 
They had intended to land at Queens- 
town and to proceed to their Irish home, 
but the storm prevented, and therefore 
they decided to come to London, which 
they will shortly leave for Ireland.

WILL HEMAIN 1N INTERIOR. 


Chinese Think Germans Are Not 
Acting Fairly. 

Pekin, March 6.—Chinese here who are 
in correspondence with Stan Fu _ say 
the court intends to remain in the inte- 
rior, either at ‘Sian Fu or some other 
point, unless the principal public build- 
ings in Pekin are returned to China and 
declared outside of the legation dis- 
trict, and also until reasonable legation 
guards are the'only foreign troops left 
in Pekin. They say the court is under 
no compulsion to return to Pekin accord- 
ing to the terms of the agreement with 
the ministers of the powers. 

The feeling is prevalent in Pekin that 
the Germans are acting in too high- 
handed a manner, and a majority of the 
generals under Count von Waldersee 
agree with General Chaffee’s reply to the 
count’s plan of evacuation that the Chi- 
nese are not enough considered and that 
should guard the railroad except from 


Pekin to Tien Tsin. 


BUFFET WILL HAVE TO FIGHT. 


DeRoulede Sends Insulting Mesrage 
to Him. 

Paris, March 6.—The seconds of M. 
Paul deRoulede and M. Andrew Buffet 
met today to discuss the question of the 
proposed duel. M. Buffet’s representa- 
tives declared that he had not insulted 
M. de Roulede and that there were no 
grounds for a duel, 

The decision was telegraphed to M. de 
Roulede in Madrid and he immediately 
wired M. Buffet as follows: 

“You threw down the glove to me and 
now I have picked it up. It is impos- 
sible for the king’s champion to steal 
away. I prefer to believe that what ex- 
ercised you principally was the choice of 
weapons. I let you have it. M, Andre 
Buffet, you are a royal liar.” , 

This insulting message renders a duel 
inevitable. r

Halifax County Will Hold Its Elec- 
tion ext Week.

NO PROSPECT OF ANY FIGHTING 


Cuban Leader Says Those Who Are 
Trying To Foment Trouble Are 
Enemies to Cuba. 


Havana, March 6.—An_ investigation 
into the report circulated in the United 
States by a news agency that the United 
States secret service officials here had 
been informed that plans are 6n foot for 
a Cuban rising and that disorder is only 
avoided now by the efforts of leaders to 
hold the revolutionary element in check, 
elicited the following statement from Se- 
nor Gonzales de Quesada, who was the 
special commissioner of Cuba at Wash- 
ington, and who was said in the dispatch 
referred to, to have confirmed the state- 
ments made: 

“IT have not made any statements re- 
garding an uprising. If any persons are 
interested in fomenting an uprising they 
are not the Cubans who are in favor of 
independence, but parties desirous of see- 
ing Cuba crushed forever. What we have 
to contend against now is American pub- 
lic opinion. There is no prospect of fight- 
ing here.” 


SAGASTA FORMS A CABINET. 


Spain’s New Ministry Was An- 
nounced Yesterday. 

Madrid, March 6.—The new Spanish cab- 
inet is constituted as follows: 

Premter, Senor Sagasta; minister of for- 
eign affairs, Senor Almodovar; minister 
of finance, Senor Ursaiz; minister of war, 
General Weyler; minister of the interior, 
Senor Morot: minister of marine, Duke 
of Veragua; minister of public works, 
Senor Villameéva: minister of public in- 
struction, Senor Romanones. 

The portfolio of minister of justice has 
not yet been allotted. . 


FREAK OF AN EPILEPTIC. 


He Threw Yiece of Iron at Germa- 
ny’s Emperor. 

Bremen, March 7.—While Emperor WIi- 
liam was driving from the rathskeller 
to the railway Wtation here yesterday a 
workman named Deitrich Weiland threw 
a piece of iron into his majesty’s carriage. 
Weiland was immediately arrested. 

The emperor is said to have been slight- 
ly injured in the cheek, but he continued 
his journey without interruption. Wei- 
land, who is an epileptic, gave confusing 
answers to the police regarding his mo- 
tives. 


NEGRO MINSTRED IN TROUBLE. 


Alabama ‘Woman Prefers Scrious 
Charges.

COMPLAINT OF THE SHIPPERS. 


Says the Bankers’ Agreement Hurts 
Them. 

New York, March 6.—The Mail and Ex- 
press today, says: 

“Some large western shippers of freight 
complain that it is now useless to make ° 
the rounds of the various railroad offices 
looking around for concessions on ship- 
ments from Chicago to Pacific coast 
points. 

“This is pointed to as one of the im- 
mediate results of the bankers’ agree- 
ment for the division of all the railroads 
of the United States into groups or com- 
munity ownership. It means that the 
advisory board of half a dozen men now 
hold the reins and whenever rates need 
adjusting the orders emanate from this 
body or from the bankers who appointed 
the committee. 

“There are no longer any tong wrangles 
of traffic officials. These men are in- 
structed to get together and make such 
tariffs or such changes in the rates as 
the bankers’ committee, or perhaps the 
presidents themselves think ought to be 
made. As a result the machinery works 
as smoothly as if there were only one 
great system instead of many independ- 
ent ones. 

“Some railroad authorities think the In- 
creased revenue by reason of the abolish- 
ment of rate cutting and because of a few 
small advances-in tariffs, will amount to 
$50,000,000 or more a year. 

“According to one,authority, the losses 
to the railroads annually for the payment 
of commisisons used to run into the mill- 
ions and, as a rule, the general public 
did not benefit correspondingly.”’

Recently there hag been an effort in al) 
of the southern states to bring the strong- 
est possible. influence to bear upon the 
president in line with this lily white op- 
position, and it was the purpose of the 
men who are at the head of this move- 
ment in Georgia to aim their batteries 
upon Collector of Internal Revenue 
Rucker, because his term of office expires 
first and because the job he holds is one 
of the best in the gift of the president.

One of these reasons 
is found in this petition, which seems to 
give’ particular strength to the fight upon 
Morton, and the second is that the record 
made by Collector Rucker, as an official, 
is absolutely unassailable, I am informed 
by officials of the treasury department 
that his office stands No. 1, that is at the 
head, in the list of internal revenue offices 
in the entire country. 


Buck Is Watching Events. 


Leaders of the republican organization 
in the south, Colonel Buck and Register 
Lyons, of Georgia; Collector Webster, of 
South Carolina, and others have been in 
Washington for some days looking after 
the interests of their followers, and they 
are not ignorant of the fight which the 
lily whites have inaugurated. At the 
same time strong influence is being 
brought to bear by those southern re- 
publicans who are anxious to build up the 
party and who believe that the -president 
is listening to their argument that at the 
beginning of his second administration, 
when there is nothing else in the way of 
personal politics for him to look to,’ the 
time is most auspicious for him to set on 
foot a movement to build up a white re- 
publican party in the south. They argue 
that he paid all his political debts to the 
negroes by the appointments he made 
four years ago and that he has an op- 
pertunity now to lay the foundation for @ 
really strong party in the south. They 
also argue that the disfranchisement of 
the negroes in some of the southern 
estates is contributing to the republican 
opportunity. 

These lily white leaders believe they 
have a better chance of carrying through 
their anti-negro platform than they have 
ever had before and they are going: to 
make a desperate fight. It is highly 
probable, as I have said, that the case 
of Pink Morton will be made a test of the 
president's future policy.

FLYWHEEL GOES TO PIECES 


Giffin Cotton Mill Is Very Badly 
| Torn Up. \ 
BUT NO ONE WAS KEILIED 


Machinery and Building Are Shat- 
- tered and Narrow Escapes 
Occur,

Griffin, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)—At the 
Griffin cotton mills this morning the im- 
meénse sixteen-ton flywheel driven by twin 
engines under a 150 pound steam pressure 
broke, the pieces flying in all direction. 
some going through three brick walls and 
burying itself in the ground. 

The engine room was almost complete!y 
demolished. as pieces ef the wheel weigh- 
ing all the way from fifty pounds to four 
some -h had been flung through the roof and 
walls. ' 

One piece of steel weighing between 
four and five tons went through the upper 
east wall of the engine room, went far 
into the air and came down sipon the 
roof of the weaving room. In this room 
more than a hundred children and wo- 
men were at work and the immense 
weight crushed through the roof, fallfg 
upon four of the looms and carried. them 
through the floor into the basement, 
where they were buried several inches 
into the ground, 

Children were working within three feet 
of where the fragment fell, yet none were 
hurt. Another smaller piece of steel fell 
upon the same roof and went through 
to the ground, but did little damage, ex- 
cept to tear up the floor and break a 
tnree-inch water pipe in two, causing 
the room to be flooded: ‘ 

The loss to machinery is estimated to 
be ovér $10,000 and to property altogether 
not less than $20,000. It will be about six 
weeks before work will be resumed.

Cannot Tax Trading Stamps. 

His honor, Judge E. L. Brinson, of 
the Augusta judicial circuit, has just 
handed down a decision in the case of 
Fleming & Bowles, et al. vs. the city 
council of Augusta that will be of inter- 
est to municipalities, throughtout the 
state. 

The case is one in which an injunction 
was asked to keep the city from enforc- 
ing a license ordinance imposing an an- 
nual tax of $100 upon every person us- 
ing stamps or coupon tickets in their 
business, where said stamps or. coupons 
were given for the purpose of obtaining 
goods free of charge in exchange for the 
stamps or coupons.. The direct effect of 
the ordinance was to tax trading stamps 


and discount checks given out.so0 gener- 
ally now by merchants. Following is the 
decision in substance: 

The only question made at the hearing was 
whether the tax imposed is prohibitory or not. 
On this the evidence seéms ‘to establish un- 
questionably that the ordinance was passed 
upon a request of other merchants to the coun- 
cil to prohibit said business; that the inten- 
tion to prohibit was indicated at the time of 
its passage by members of council, and the 
preponderance of the evidence is that said tax 
is prohibitory of the business in question. \ 

This being true, while feeling very reluctan 
to interfere with the aity authorities in the 
passage of such ofdinances as they deem nec- 
essary for the well being of the city, yet under 
the law as laid down in Morton vs. Mayor and 
Council of Macon, I!!th Ga., 162, it would 
seem that the ordinancé in question is probably 
illegal and void. At least, I feel that my duty 
requires me, under the evidence offered as to 
the tax being prohibitive) to’ grant an ad 
interim injunction until. a jury shall pass on 
the question of fact as to whether the tax in 
question is really probiHitive or rot. . 

Wherefore, it is considered and decreed that 
the prayer of the petitioners be granted, and 
that the defendants, the city council of Au- 
gusta, are hereby restrgined and enjoined, un- 
der the usual penalties of law, from enforcing 
against petitioners the said tax ordinance pre- 
scribed in plajntiffs’ petition. 

Navel Reserves Receive Gun. 


The Savannah naval reserves has re- 
¢eived the Hotchkiss naval onelpounder, 
recently given them by the navy depart- 
ment, and the arrival of which they 
have been looking forward to for some 
time. 

In every respect the gun is a fine piece 
of mechanism. With the caisson it 
weighs about 1,600 pounds, and requires 
for its manipulation a complement of 32 
men. It throws a steel-pointed projec- 
tile weighing one pound, which is able 
to pierce an inch and a half of steel at 
the distance of a mile and a half. 

The gun is intended to be moved by 
means of drag ropes. It has also check 
and guide ropes. The reserves expect to 
have a parade soon, during which the 
gun will be seen by the public for the 
first time. 

» Next month the reserves will be taken 
on their annual practice cruise, probably 
on the training ship prairie. The exact 
date of the. beginning of the cruise, nor 
the destination of the ship have not been 
settled, but it is quite possible that the 
ship may go as far as the Bahamas. . 


Interest in Chatham’s Grand Jury. 

The March term of the Chatham super- 
ior court convened yesterday and much 
interest attaches to the personne! of the 
grand jury for the term, for the reason 
that it is the body before which the Law 
and Order league will bring complaints 
of infractions of the laws in regard to 
Sunday closing, and from which it will 
seek to secure indictments against these 
alleged violators of the law.

A HARD FIGHT 1S MADE 


Baldwin, Sanders, Davis, Hudson 
and Augustus Are To Be 
Executed at Tennille 
Within a Very Few 
Weeks. 


Tennille, Ga., March 6.—(Special.)—In 
Sandersville today Judge Fvans rofused 
to grant a new trial to the negroes, Ar- 
nold Augustus, William Hudson, Tom 
Davis, Charles Sanders, and Sam Bald- 
win, convicted of murder at a recent ses- 
sion of the Screven’ superior court and 
sentenced to hang this month. The pris- 
oners killed Philmcre Herrington and 
Milton Mears, two young white men, 
about a trifling matter, and when the of- 
ficer went to arrest them they inade an 
attempt to open fire, wounding three of 
the posse, among them being Captain 
Wade. 

Attorneys for the prisoners held that the 
conviction was contrary to the general 
principles of law, while so of the evi- 
dence against them was secu by meth- 
ods that were improper and unquestion- 
able. The sheriff, so the evidence showed, 
opened an envelope given him by one 
of the condemned men to take to the 
postoffice. In the letter was an appeal to 
an Augusta minister to help the signers— 
the condemned men—as they had killed 
some white men.

HON. FRANK PETTUS DEAD 


Leading) Young Alabamian Is No 
More. 


HIS DEATH WAS UNEXPECTED 


Son of United States Senator, and 
Prominent Himself in State 
Affairs. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 6.—(Special.)— 
Francis L. Pettus, speaker of the house, 
died as the sun rose this morning at the 
residence of Hon. J. Craig Smith, state 
treasurer. The cause of his death was 
acute rheumatism with complications of 
the heart. Mr. Pettus had been ill for 
three weeks, but few of his friends imag- 
ined how seriously fll he was and his 
death was a surprise. Frank Pettus was 
one of the foremost men of the state. He 
has been a leader in the Alabama assem- 
bly since 1888, since which time he has 
served the senate twice as its president 
and the house twice as its speaker, He 
was forty-two years old at the time of 
his death, and has practiced law suc- 
cessfully at Selma for more than twenty 
years. He was the only son of United 
States Senator Edmund W. Pettus. Mr. 
Pettus ig. survived by a wife, son and 
-daughter, his children being now almost 
grawn. The remains were taken to Selma 
tonight, accompanied by members of the 
family, state officers and assemblymen. 
The entrance to the statehouse was 
draped in mourning today. The executive 
offices were closed and the state flag was 
hung at half mast out of respect to the 
distinguished dead.

Mr. Livingston says: 

‘“The fifty-fourth congress was the last 
one that made appropriations for the sup- 
port-of-the government prior to the be- 
ginning of the Spanish-American war. 

“The fifty-sixth congress is the first 
congress appropriating for the support of 
the government’ since the close of the so 
called Spanish-American war. The dif- 
ference between the appropriations made 
by the fifty-sixth congress and those made 
by the fifty-fourth congress amounts to 


482,272. 
“During the session just closed the de- 
mands of the people, through their repre- 
sentatives, for the construction of the 
Nicaragua canal have gone unheeded and 
those for new public bufidings have been 
rsistently denied. The river and harbor 
ill has been permitted to fail. The pay- 
ment of just claims of honest people 
against the government has not been pro- 
vided for. — 

“The most casual examination of this 
table makes comment practically unnec- 
essary. It shows that the army for each 
of the two years prior to the Spanish- 
American war cost a little over $23,000,000, 
and but little more than $46,000,000 for the 
two years covered by the fifty-fourth 
congress, while for each of the two 
years since that war, 1901 and 1902, it 
cost $115,000,000, or $230,000,000 for the two 
rears, exclusive of deficiencies that have 
come provided for in large sums out of 
appropriations made for expenses of the 
Spanish war during the fifty-fifth con- 


gress. : 

“The navy cost, for the two years, 1897- 
98, $63,362,000, while for the years 1901 and 
1902 these appropriations amount to near- 
ly $144,000,000. 

“For the payment of pensions the ap- 

ropriations show an increase of nearly 
$3 000,000 for the two years. 

“In a word, this ‘table shows that the 
price to the people of the policy of this 
administration that has been thrust upon 
them by the republican party is, in round 
numbers, $400.000,000 within a period of two 
years, and the half that is contemplated 
has not yet been put in operation.”’ 


STEAMER IN GREAT PERIL. 


Fire Discovered on the Pittsburg, a 
Steamboat, at Cincinnati. 


Cincinnati, March 6.—The steamer, City 
of Pittsburg, which arrived from Mem- 
phis this morning, and was advertised to 
start on the return trip this evening, 
narrowly escaped destruction by fire in 
the afternoon. The fire originated in 
the upper works by the falling of a stove 
in’ the entry way of the ‘“‘texas,’’ and it 
was soon discovered. The steamer was 
lying at the wharf and was receiving pas- 
sengers and freight. A panic resulted 
among the persons on board, but all 
easily got out of danger. The pilot 
house and a portion of the ‘‘texas’’ was 
destroyed. Captain Philipps expects to 
depart tomorrow and rebuild the pilot 
house while on the way.

Bulletin Issued by Census Bureau at 


BALES MADE IN EACH sTATS

Crop of 1899 Shown To Be 9,345,391 
Bales of Weight of 500 Pounds. 
Interesting Figures. 


Washington, March 6.—A bulletin issued 
by the census bureau on cotton ginning 
shows. that the crop of 1899 was 9,645,974 
commercial bales (bales as marketed), 
which is equivalent to 9,345,391 bales of an 
average weight of 5300 pounds. 

The aggregate of commercial bales is 
divided into the upland and the sea island 
crops as follows: 

Square bales, 9,043,281, of an average 
weight of 498 pounds, with an average 
cost per bale for ginning and baling of 
$2.03; round bales, 506,464, of an average 
weight of 259 pounds, with an average 
cost per bale for ginning and baling of 
$1.15; sea island bales 97,279, of an average 
weight of 588 povnds, with an average 
cost per bale for ginning and baling of 
$4.90. 

The report classifies the 29,620 ginning 
establishments reporting as follows: Those 
operated for the public, 6,468; those oper- 
ated for the plantation only, 2,863; those 
operated for the public and plantation, 
20,289.

THEY SAY BOTHA 
WILL SURRENDER 


Boer Chief Said To Be Treating 
with British, 


REPORT BELIEVED IN LONDON 


Thought That Dewet and Delarey 
Will Get Terms Similar to 
Those Offered to General 
Botha. 


London, March 7.—Private information 
received in London this morning con- 
firms the rumors of negotiations between 
Lord Kitchener, Sir Alfred Milner and 
Commandant General Louis Botha. Noth- 
ing is known as to the actual presence 
of the Boer commander in chief at Pre- 
toria, and no “ondon paper publishes a 
statement that he is there; but it is rea- 
sonably certain that General Botha is 
in either personal or very close touch 
with Lord Kitchener. 

Today Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman 
will endeavor to extract some informa- 
tion from the government on the subject 
in the house of commons. 

The Associated Press is informed ‘that 
Sir Alfred Milner has gone to Pretoria 
with the obfect of assisting Lord Kitch- 
ener in these negotiations, the length of 
which appears to be due to General Bo- 
tha’s desire to consult with Acting Presi- 
dent Schalkburger at Pietersburg, and to 
make terms applying to the whole Boer 
forces; but militating against this is Lord 
Kitchener’s doubt as to Botha’s ability 
to control -Dewet and other leaders, as 
well as the internal opposition Botha is 
encountering. One of the best informed 
South African authorities said to a repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press last 
evening: 


‘We have little doubt that General 
Botha will surrender. The question is 
as to what forces he can bring with him. 
We have private information tending to 
show that Lord Kitchener and Sir Alfred 
Milner have decided to accept his sur- 
render on the basis that he is merely an 
individual commander rather than com- 
mander in chief of the enemy’s forces. 

“General Dewet and General’ Delarey, 
as well as the other leaders, will prob- 
ably have to be dealt with individually 
on similar terms. If the negotiations 
with General Botha reach a successful 
termination, it will be, to use an expres- 
oe .

Curiously enough the war office seems 
genuinely without definite information re- 
garding the exact status of affairs. The 
great financial firms whose interests in

CHERRY, AFRICAN EXPLORER 


Delivered an Address in Chicago 
Last Night. 


AFRICA IS A GREAT COUNTRY 


He Found Wild Coffee and Fruits in 
Abundance in the Knotto 
District. 


Chicago, March 6-—William Stamps 
Cherry, the African explorer, tonight, 
with a stereopticon, entertained the mem- 
bers of the Chicago Press Club. Mr. 
Cherry spoke of the importance of im- 
pressing upon the American people the 
great future of the immense unknown 
Kotto country, which in spots is entirely 
uninhabited, .but yet abounds in wonder- 
ful resources, 


Mr. Cherry said: “I have found wild 
coffee which is pronounced first-class in 
flavor and which can be gathered by tons: 
also a wiid vanita and a species of wild 
olive. The forests are immense and are 
the finest timber in the world. They are 
full of unknown nuts and wild fruits, 
peculiar in shape and flavor, but many 
of them pleasant to taste, which will be- 
come well-known and useful tn civilized 
countries. The rubber vine; which grows 
here in its greatest luxuriance. will fur- 
nish one of the most profitable commer- 
cla] products of this whole region. Ba- 
nanas, pineapples, oranges, lemons and 
all tropical fruits grow in such abundance 
that there is little use for a native to 
Rice, 
corn, sweet ‘votatoes and yneanuts are 
some of the foods that are found and 
which grow Iike weeds, without little at- 
tention; the manioc and yam and a great 
many other frujts, vegetables and grains 
unknown to the people of the temperate 
zone grow abundanily. Tobaccd and su- 
g@arcane flourish as in their native soil. 

“The. geographical position igs the finest 
of any country, and the railroads of the 
future will open up this vast region to 
commerce and immigration, and I look 
forward to the time when the cities of 
Africa, situated on the banks of some 
of these beautiful rivers with their my- 
riads of islands and dashing cataracts, 
will be the most picturesque of the 
world.’ 

Mr, Cherry said the general impression 
Was that slave trading had been partially 
done away-with, but when he reached 
the interior he found the curse fully as 
bad as in the days when Livingstone 
journeyed through Africa. Mr, Cherry 
found whole regions depopulated by the 
slave raiders, and when he arrived at the 
Kotto river the country had just been 
raided by an Arab chief who did his work 
in such a thorough manner that a whole 
tribe was-annihilated and the entire coun- 
try. was in a greatly damaged condition.

DURANT’S DUBL IS A FAKE 


Scheme cf an American To Break 
Off Engagement. 


BETROTHED TO A FRENCH GIRL 


Pretended That He Was Going To 
Fight a Duel—Sent Telegram 
of Deatk. ~ 


Paris, March 7.—1:0 a. m.+The report 
that John Wilson Durant, of Albany, N. 
Y., who had been living during the last 
two years in Paris with his mother,. had 
been killed in Ostend in a duel with a 
Russian count, was an invention of his 
own. Mr. Durant is still alive. 

No duel was fought. The whole story 
was a pure fabfication. This was definite- 
ly established last evening when it became 
known that two letters had been received 
in Paris from Mr. Durant, one dated Os- 
tend, March 3d, and the other London, 
March 4th. In the former he asks the 
recipient to make certain personal ar- 
rangements and to forward his mail to 
Glasgow, care “P. S. Peat,’ Kelvinside, 
and in the latter he exposes himself by 
saying, after requesting that a change 
be made in the arrangements suggested in 
the first letter, that his mail be forward- 
ed to London, “you will understand that 
I officially died yestenday. Keep up the 
illusion.” 

These letters are in Mr. Durant’s own 
handwriting. The evidence originally ap- 
peared to establish conclusively the fact 
of a duel. The first clew was the follow- 
ing death notice appearing in the Euro- 
pean edition of The New York Herald: 
“DURANT —At Ostend. 9Belgium, March 

8d—John MacWilson Durant.’’ 

The attention of the American consul- 
ate was called to this and an investigation 
was immediately opened, which revealed 
the following telegram, written in French, 
that had been received by Durant’s be- 
trothed, Mile. Laure Mangin Yam: 

“Ostend, undated—My friend Durant fs 
dead. Count is very seriously wounded. 
“LOUIS THERRIOTT DE GREFFIN.” 

Durant has been without occupation and 
has lived extravagantly. He had an apart- 
ment at 95 Boulevard St.. Michel, to which 
he sent the death telegram addressed to 
his betrothed. Mile. Mangin belongs to 
a poor family. He introduced her among 
his friends as his betrothed and a notice 
appeared in Le Journal, February 6th, an- 
nouncing the betrothal, in which it was 
stated that the marriage had been fixed 
for the second fortnight in March. Possi- 
bly he reconsidered this intention and 
conceived the duel story as a loophole for 
separation. 

When Mlle Mangin, her sister and broth- 
er in law were called upon yesterday re- 
garding the matter, the women express- 
ed the greatest astonishment at the ab- 
sence of any confirmation of the death 
telegram. Mille. Mangin’s brother in law, 
who declared himse!f a better judge of 
Mr. Durant. hit the nail on the head 
by expressing his belief that the tele- 
gram was a “stupid humbug.” 


THE STEEL BRIDGE QUESTION 


Railway and Power Company Wants 
To Cross Railroads. 


BRIDGE UNDER CONSIDERATION 


New Line Being Constructed to the 
River—Will Cross Railroads at 
Elien N. 


The question of whether a steel bridge. 
will be constructed over the tracks of 
the Western and Atlantic and Southern 
railroads at Ellen N will probably be 
determined in a short time. The At- 
lanta Railway and Power Company, 
which is seeking to cross the tracks at 
this point, and the two railroads are at 
present considering the matter in refer- 
ence to the expense to be borne by each 
in the construction of the proposed 
bridge. 

The county agreed that if a bridge is 
constructed they would abandon the 
grade crossing, but if the three rail- 
roads do not reach an agreement the 
county commissioners will take further 
action in the matter. The Railway and 
Power company has a force of men at 
work extending the Marietta street line 
to the river.and the bridge question will 
likely be settled before the line reaches 
Ellen N. 

The Marietta street line terminates at 
Howell station, about three miles from 
the city, and the new line is being ex- 
tended out the Marietta road. Just be- 
yond Ellen N the county has opened a 
new and shorter road to the river and the 
line will be constructed on this road. In 
addition to the road being shorter, it 
also avoids Casey’s hill, which is crossed 
by the old road. The new line will touch 
at the river bridge. 


TAFT SENDS A CABLEGRAM. 


Head of the Philippine Commission 
Is Seard From. 
Washington, March 6.—Secretary of 
War Root has received a cablegram from 
Judge Taft, president of the Philippine 

commission, in which he savs: 

“On the eve of the president’s second 
administration I wish to convey to him 
assurance of great progress made toward 
peace. Since January Ist, 1,127 firearms 
have been captured and 1,368 men sur- 


rendered. 
were both due to the co-operation of na- 
tives. Since November 5,000 bolomen 
have surrendered in Ilocos; 1,000 in Al- 
bay and Camatines. Eighty thousand 
residents of Panay have taken the oath 
of allegiance. An offensive attack by 
insurgents is now of rarest occurrence, 
but the condition of immunity from pros- 
ecution for alleged complicity in assassin- 
ation, not conceded, has delayed consum- 
mation. A federal party, the avowed and 
direct. outgrowth of the election, has 
spread with wonderful rapidity’ to all 
parts of the archipelago and is active 
and urgent in the advocacy of peace and 
presenting the advantage of civil liberty 
under American sovereignty, assisted in 
securing surrenders in Panay. The com- 
mission has in the last three weeks or- 
ganized five provincial governments. The 
explanation that it was the purpose of 
the president and the people of the 
United States to secure civil Hb- 
erty was received with enthusi- 
asm. Anxiety for provincial gov- 
ernment is everywhere apparent, and 
satisfaction with the form adopted is 
manifest. Reception fromthe people at 
large along the way and in the capitals 
was most encouraging. Fragmentary ca- 
ble dispatches, detailing small engage- 
ments which are only the result of in- 
creased activity of the army after the 
closé of the wet season and efficient po- 
licing of the country made it possible, 
by active native co-operation, to create 
a wrong impression on the mind of the 
public as to a probable continuance of 
the war, and as to conditions which have, 
in fact, never been so favorable to the 
restoration of complete peace and the ac- 
complishment of the declared purposes of 
the president.”

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Is This Fair Journalism? 

In the interest of truth and the good 
Mame of the people of the state of 
‘South Carolina, The Constitution must 
ask the newspapers of the north it 
wholesale misrepresentation is fair 
journalism ? 

Some time ago The Chicago Tribune 
editorially heralded to the world the 
fact that slavery was re-established in 
South Carolina; that the people of that 
State, baffled in the attempt to estab- 
lish serfdom as a successor of slavery, 
had at last found a method by which 
the enfranchised people could be held 
in shackles and in chains. Nothing 
Pleased The Philadelphia Press so well 
as a reproduction of these same ideas, 
with an extra sentence or two thrown 
in to add to the strenuousness of the 
situation. Then comes Mr. Wanama- 
ker’s North American, with the bold 
headline, “‘Re-enslaved Blacks in South 
Carolina,” with section 1, article xiii, of 
the United States constitution printed 
in big black type, to show that the su- 
preme law was being defied. All the 
Way through these newspapers treat 
the condition as being general, and 
South Carolina is held responsible for 
conduct which has been brought to 
light these vigilant zealots. 

Now, what are the facts? In South 
Carolina, as in Illinois, there are many 
men for whose government courts are 
necessary, -A South Carolina judge, 
acting upon proper information, laid 
before the grand jury charges, which. 
had pec general, to the effect that 
certain ‘mén had ehgaged in violating 
the law if éertain labor contracts. A 
copy of one such contract was read | 
by him, and declared to be in violation 
of the laws of the state. He announced 
his firm purpose, as the judicial repre- 
sentative of the state, to brine the 
guilty to punishment, and to give to 
every man the protection of the state.

Curtailment in the Mills. 

The curtailment of production in the 
cotton mills of the south means noth- 
ing more than a prudent desire to get 
rid of stocks on hand, such as busi- 
ness men have to cbey from time to 
time. . 

Of course, there will be those who 
will point to the occurrence as un- 
favorable to further mill extensions, 
forgetful of the fact that as long as a 
bale of cotton has to leave the country 
in search of a manufacturer we will not 
have a single mill too many. The 
3,000,000 spindles now in sight in the 
southern states represent but a drop 
in the bucket to the 115,000,000 in the 
world. They are enough, however, to 
warrant our millmen to organize for the 
better exploitation of their products, 
instead of being a mere side line in 
the pockets of New England commis- 
sion men, This new organization has 
begun its work by suggesting a certain 
limitation in output, in order to let it 
get a secure footing in the market. 

The New York Commercial has taken 
a census of what the mills propose to 
do, the result being that of the total 
of 2,263,225 southern spindles repre- 
sented in these replies, 1,075,464 will 
curtgil their production at least 50 per 
cent during the next two or four 
months. These are for the most part 
yarn mill spindles, in which branch of 
the industry accumulations of unsold 
stocks are the heaviest. Only 392,724 
cloth mili spindles are included in this 
compilation, and in the case of these 
curtailment will depend very. largely 
upon the market conditions that de- 
velop from week to week; but there is 
no disposition among the weaving com- 
panies to let finished stock accumulate 
either at the mills or in the hands of 
agents. Altogether 150 mills are rep- 
resented in these replies—enough to 
give the trade an approximately cor- 
rect idea of what may be expected from 
the southern industry as a whole. 

The Commercial commends this atti- 
tude, saying: 

Curtailment in production to a limited 
extent has been going on among these 
mills for nearly two months past, and 
the industrial and trade situation is all 
the better for it. No crisis was impend- 
ing, as The Commercial has previously 
explained; but accumulations were in- 
creasing, and. the trade outlook was far 
from encouraging. Mill operators were 
largely in the dark. The association 
was quick to appreciate the necessities of 
the situation, and prompt to act. With- 
out its advice and the authentic informa- 
tion that is now the result of it, some of 
the mills might easily have run headlong 
into an over-production that would have 
precipitated disaster. By ‘sailing close 
to the wind’’ now all danger may be 
averted. 

As furnishing reasons for a suspen- 
sion of this sort, it may be pointed 
out that cotton exports into China 
have fallen off $6,000,000 because of 
the recent trouble. This means that re- 
plenishment of fabrics has been 
blocked for a year in China, leading to 
the inevitable rush for the market 
when once again the gates are thrown 
open. The mills themselves have done 
an excellent business, those of the New 
England states having declared divi- 
dends of from 7 to 8 per cent for the 
past year. 

The development of the mercantile 
feature of the- business is a most im- 
portant step, and one which has been 
delayed too long.

M’KINLEY IS‘THE SUPREME 


RULER OF THE, PHILIPPINES 


By JOS: OHI, 


Washington, March 6.—(Special.)—The 
president is the supreme ruler of the 
Philippine islands. Into.his hands there 
has been placed all military, civil and ju- 
dicial powers which he may deem neces- 
sary to govern these islands. There is no 
restriction placed upon him save in one 
slight respect and that is with regard to 
franchises he may grant, which, it is 
stipulated, “shall contain a reservation of 
the right to alter, amend or repeal the 
same.” : 

The president has been supreme in the 
Philippines since the American army 
has been in control there, but it has been 
simply through being the commander in 
chief of the army. In that capacity he 
has controlled every act, for everything 
has been in the army’s hands. In other 
words, his power has simply been that 
of the commander of the army in control 
of a captured country. 


His Own Commission. 

It is true that some small part of his 
powers was delegated by him to a com- 
mission ot his own construction, but 
which has no separate. legal being. The 
Taft commision is simply the representa- 
tive of the president in carrying out cer- 
tain details which he believed could be 
better carried out by civilians than by 
the officers of the army. 

Now, however, the president has much 
wider and more far-reaching powers than 
those which he exercised as commander 
in chief of a victorious army—or perhaps 
it would be more correct to say an army 
of occupation. Congress has placed into 
his hands legislative and judicial powers, 
as well as the inherent powers of the ex- 
ecutive—powers to be exercised in time 
of peace as Well as in time of war. 

The only legislation which congress has 
enacted with regard to the Philippine 
islands is that embraced in this amend- 
ment to the army appropriation bill: 


All military, civil and judicial pow- 
ers necessary to govern the Philippine 
Islands, acquired from Spain by the 
treaties concluded at Paris on the 10th 
day of December, 1898, and at Wash- 
ington on the 7th day of November, 
1900, shall, until otherwise provided by 
congress, be vested in such person and 
persons and shal] be exercised in such 
manner as the president of the United 
States shall direct, for the establish- 
ment of civil government and for 
maintaining and protecting the inhab- 
itants of said islands in the free en- 
joyment of their liberty, property and 
religion; Provided, That all franchises 
granted under the authority hereof 
shall contain a reservation of. the 
right to alter, amend or repeal the 


same. 
No Real Precedents. 

It has been claimed that this legisia- 
tion has precedents in the history of the 
country. As a matter of fact, it has none. 
It is modeled somewhat after the resolu- 
tion of congress under which Mr. Jeffer- 
son exercised quthority over the Louis- 
jana purchase, but that resolution sim- 
ply provided for a form of authority 
from the time of taking possession until 
such time as congress should next meet

and assume its full responsibility. There 
was No unnecessary delegation of the 
powers of congress to the executive on 
that occasion, for it was merely to bridge 
over a period of time until congress 


}] should have the opportunity to legislate. 


Even this temporary increase’ in the 
powers of the executive was deemed of 
very doubtful wisdom, if not absolutely 
unconstitutional; and it was not nearly 
so broad as this Philippine legislation, 
for President Jefferson was restricted to 
carrying on his temporary government 
under the laws existing in the territory, 
while there are no restrictions upon Pres- 
ident McKinley. 

Congress has had ample time to legis- 
late for the Philippines, for, according to 
all the army reports, the war has been 
over for many months, during which con- 
gress has been in session. There is, there- 
fore, absolutely no warrant for this 
transfer of unlimited. authority to the 
executive. 

Animus Back of This Act. 

It is not necessary here to attempt any- 
thing like a review of the arguments 
against this very doubtful proceeding. 
The reports of the Taft commision and 
of the secretary of war show very clear- 
ly that it had its inspiration in the desire 
of certain people in the Philippine islands 
to secure a lot of valuable mining_privi- 
leges and franchises. These, they fig- 
ured, could be easily secured if Jegisla- 
tion of the above character was enacted 
and the president’s hands were in no 
way tied by restrictive legislation. The 
amendment which the republicans were 
forced ts adopt took a good deal of the 
sting out of this phase of the legislation, 
but the fact still remains that until con- 
gress, by positive enactment, shall decree 
otherwis: the president possesses su- 
preme control in the Philippines. He is 
as much a monarch as were.the kings of 
Spain in their early control of the islands. 

For the Future. 

As to his plans for the future, his ut- 
terances and the actions of the Taft com- 
missioners who represent him show a 
purpose to establish municipal govern- 
ments throughout the island, so far as 
this can be done. As these develop, it is 
possible the president will have a good 
many positions at his disposal, though in 
these municipa] governments the Fili- 
pinos will be allowed to participate as 
much as possible. Other positions may, 
however, open up, for the president will 
in all probability relieve the army of 
much of the work which it is now doing 
—that is, in the municipal control of Ma- 
nila, in the customs and in other branches 
of the service—and will supersede these 
officers with civilian employees. 

All this is. mere speculation, however. 
For the present it looks as if congress 
had simply washed its hands of the Phil- 
ippines and that the president is to be 


allowed to exercise supreme power and 
control there,

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POLITICAL AND PERSONAL 


Pension Commissioner J. W. Lindsey is 
somewhat stirred up over the recent at- 
tack made on the pension department by 
the grand jury of Chatham county. The 
grand jury of that county charged that 
Chatham was not getting a just and fair 
share of the pension funds, after having 
sent so large a proportion of soldiers to 
the civil war. It appears that Chatham 
gets about $4,100 from the pension fund, 
while other counties with far less popula- 
tion get two or three times as much. It 
Was complained that some one of the 
applications from Chatham county’ had 
been turned down without good cause, 

“It is absurd,’’ said Captain Lindséy, 
“to charge me with theeresponsibility for 
Chatham county’s failure to get any more 
of the pension fund. I am aware of the 


fact that Chatham sent more than her 
pro rata of soldiers to the war. However, 
I cannot act until applications are made 
to me. [I had only six applications from 
Chatham county last year, and four of 
those I approved. There is only one ap- 
plication from that county now before me 
to be acted upon, 

“T do not know why it is with so many 
veterans Chatham gets so small a prepor- 
tion of the pension fund iniess it is that 
most of the veterans there ere in good 
circumstances and cannot come within 
the indigent class. I have heard that 
that is the case, and also that there are 
very few disabled veterans in the courty. 
Certainly no application from Chatham 
has come before me that has not been 
promptly attended to.’’ 


State School Commissioner G. R. Glenn

It 
would be hard to imagine the kind of a 
petition that does not reach his office at 
some time or other. The latest is a re- 
quest for a divorce. A Milledgeville wo- 
man who has been having considerable 
trouble with her erring spouse, wrote the 
governor yesterday asking him please to 
“send me my divorce at once.”’ She sup- 
plied all the details, and even petitioned 
that her maiden name be restored to her. 
Her appeal closed with the statement 
that she did not have any money with 
which to pay for a divorce; that she need- 
edi one badly and unless the governor 
would give it to her she did not know 
how she would get it. The governor, of 
course, had to refer her to the courts, 


General Phill G. Byrd, assistant adju- 
tant general, has just returned from Grif- 
fin, where he went to look into the recent 
fire at the military camping ground and 
ascertain the amount of the loss. The 
damage to the state’s property appears to 
have been small, amounting in. all to 
about $300. There were destroyed three 
mess halls, three kitchens and one bath 
house. Several other buildings were 
slightly damaged. The facts have been 
laid before the insurance companies and 
a settlement asked. 


Pension Commissioner Lindsey has al- 
ready received 400 or 600 straggling appi- 
cations for pensions under the recent law 
providing for pensions for indigent 
widows. This number has been received 
in spite of the fact that none of the or- 
dinaries to whom biank applications were 
sent have been heard from. More thah 
6,000 blank applications were distributed 
among the onmiinaries, and the outlook is 
for a far bigger demand than was antici- 
pated. It begins to look now as if the new 
class of widows will mot be paid this 


year at all. If there are so many of them | 
that $100,000 around,

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SENTIMENTS OF CUBANS__ 
ARE NOW CAUSING ALARM 


Washington, D. C., March 6.—(Specia).) 
—Administration authorities- are watch- 
ing with much interest and some degree 
of alarm, newspaper reports from Ha- 
vana and other points in Cuba showing 
the sentiments of the people toward 
those members of the constitutional con- 
vention who have taken a notably con- 
servative or pro-American stand during 
the deliberations of the convention. 
There are a good many people in high 
place, and one of them is Senator Piatt, 
chairman of the committee on relations 
with Cuba, who fear the danger of com- 
plicationg with the Cubans has not been 
eliminated by the passage of the Piatt 
resolution outlining the administration 
idea of the responsibilities and duties of 
the two governments, one toward the 
other, but that there is a great deal yet 
to be done before it will be possible to 
withdraw the American troops. 

Nor is the possibility of an extra ses- 
‘sion of congress entirely eliminated, al- 
though it has been the general belief that 
the action of the last congress in enacting 
Philippine and Cuban legislation would 
do away with all necessity for such an 
extra session. 


Wood’s Statement to Cubans. 

The most significant bit of evidence on 
this extra session question is found in 
a dispatch from Havana which declares 
that on presenting a copy of the action 
of congress to a committee of the con- 
stitutional convention, General Wood 
stated that he was authorized to say 
that unless the convention met all of 
the demands set forth by congress, the 
president would undoubtedly reconvene 
congress in extra session. 

While President McKinley undoubtedly 
had his way in so far as to induce con- 
gress to outline the demands to be made 
upon the Cubans, it is an open secret that 
he Would have much preferred to have 
congress share with him or assume al- 
together the responsibility of the recog- 
nition of the Cuban government when the 
time comes and of saying whether the Cu- 
ban constitution, when finally presented, 
meets or does not meet the full te- 
quirements of the administration’s pol- 
icy. Should it happen, therefore, that 
there is any doubt as to whether the Cu- 
ban constitution does in itself, or in an 
ordinance appended to it, fully and com- 
pletely meet all of the demands set forth 
in the act of congress, he will promptly 
call congress back in extra sé¢ssion 80 
that the law-making branch of the gov- 
ernment shall take the future negotia- 
tions into its own hands. 


Differzences of Opinion. 

It is well understood, of course, that 
there are wide differences of opfmion be- 
tween the different factions of Cubans 
as to just what the relations between 
their future government and the United 
States shall be. Those elements whose 
sympathies were all with Spain during 
the long struggle which the others were 
making for Cuban independence now 
constitute the conservatives and they fa- 
vor strong American supervision. They 
do not believe the men who were active 
in the revolution are capable of setting 
up such a government as will be able 
to fulfill its duty of preserving life and 
property. 

On the other hand, the men who were 
leaders in the fight for Cuban freedom are 
at present inclined to doubt the sincerity 
of the American government which, from 
their point of view, offers them indepen- 
dence with a stout string to it. 

Some of these men are, doubtless, actu- 
ated by a desire to get hold of the islands 
for themselves, and get all they can out 
out of it; and they know they cannot do 
much on lis line if they are compelled 
to live up to the letter and the spirit of 
this act of congress. Others are, in 
some degree, opposed to what might be 
termed the American protectorate 
through the inherent suspicion which the 
Latin has for the Anglo-Saxon. There 
has always been a race prejudice between 
the Latin, who is perhaps over-suspi- 
cious, and the Anglo-Saxon, who ifs at 
all times and under all circumstances 
deeply impressed with his own superiori- 
ty. There is much Spanish blood in the 
Cubans of all grades of society, and there 
is a good deal of warrant for their re- 
garding this an Anglo-Saxon nation with 
Anglo-Saxon characteristics. 

A Delicate Situation. 

In view of these different elements in 
Cuba and of the suspicion which all Cu- 
bans have to a greater or less extent of 
American good faith, the Cuban ques- 
tion is far from being settled as yet. We 
may feel convinced that the conditions 
congress has laid down are in every reé- 
spect proper and right, and that they en- 
compass the sum total of what is right 
and best for the Cubans; but the most 
important thing is to make the Cubans 
believe this. Until they are brought to 
believe it, there will be a Cuban prob- 
lem—and perhaps even thereafter. 

The only legislation which congress has 
enacted relative to Cuba is embraced in 
this demand for the recognition of an 
American protectorate. That word “‘prg- 
tectorate”’ is not, necessarily, used in any 
invidious sensein this connection. There 
can bé no doubt that the action of con- 
gress means a protectorate, if it means 
anything; and a good many of us believe 
that such a protectorate fis not only es- 
sential to the welfare and peace and 
prosperity of Cuba, but is a very neces- 
sary means of self-protection on the part 
of the United States. 

Everything that has been done in Cuba 
by the representatives of this govern- 
ment has been done by the executive 
through his exercise of the war power. No 
action by congress has been necessary. 
The American army has entire control 
of the island, and whatever steps have 
been taken toward the establishment of 
local municipal governments have been 
taken thréugh the army as the represen- 

tive of the executive wing of the gov- 
ernment; in other words, under the di- 
rection of the president in the exercise 
of his power as commander in chief. 
These different steps have been taken 
with a view to preparing the island and 
its people to reach a condition and estab- 
lish a government to which this gov- 
ernment will feel warranted in turning 
over the affairs of the island. There has 
been no legislation of congress, how- 
ever. 

What the United States Demands. 

What stipulations this government now 
lniie precedent to the turning over of 
the government and control of the island

to its people are embraced in the fov 
ing eight demands: 


I. 

That the government of Cuba gehall 
never aa ae Se wn Magee or other — 
pact any power or powe 
which will impair or tend to impair the 
independence of Cuba, nor in any manner 
authorize or permit any foreign power or 
powers to obtain by colonization or for 
military or naval purposes or otherwise, 
lodgement in or control over any portiog 
of said island. + 


That said government shall not assums 
or contract ary pwhblic debt, to pay the in- 
terest upon which, and to make reason- 
able sinking fund provision for the ulti- 
mate discharge of which. the ordinary 
revenues of the Island, after defraying 
the current expenses of government, shall 
be inadequate. 


IIT. 

That the government of Cuba consents 
that the United States may exercise the 
right to intervene for the preservation 
of Cuban independence, the maintenance 
of a government adequate for the pro- 
tection ‘of iife, property and individual 
liberty, and for discharging the obliga- 
tions with respect to Cuba imposed by 
the treaty of Paris on the United States, 
now to be assumed and undertaken by 
the government of Cuba. 


IV. 

That all acts of tlhe United States in 
Cwba during its military occupancy there- 
of are ratified and validated, and all law- 
ful rights acquired thereunder shal] b® 
maintained and protected. 


V. 

That the goevrnment of Cuba will ex- 
ecute, and as far as necessary extend, 
the plans already devised or other plans 
to be mutually agreed upon, for the sani- 
tation of the cities of the island, to the 
end that a recurrence of epidemic and in- 
fectious diseases may be _ prevented, 
thereby assuring protection to the people 
and commerce of Cuba, as well as to the 
commerce of the southern ports of the 
United States and the people residing 
therein. 

VI. 

That the Isle of Pines shall be omitted 
from the proposed constitutional boun- 
daries of Cuba, the title thereto being 
left to future adjustment by treaty, 


Vil. 

That to enable the United States to 
maintain the independencé of Cuba, and 
to protect the people thereof, as wii ag 
for its own defense, the government of 
Cuba will sell or lease to the United 
States lands necessary for coaling or 
naval stations at certain specified points; 
to be agreed upon with the president of 
the United States. 

> VIrr. 

That by way of further assurance the 
government of Cuba will embody the 
foregoing provisions in a permanent 
treaty with the United States. 

Cuba’s Proposals and Promises. 

According to the reports from Havana 
the clauses in the Cuban constitution re- 
ferring to the relations between Cuba 
and the United States are as follows: 

‘1. The government of Cuba will not 
make a treaty or agreement with any for- 
eign power which may compromise or 
limit the independence of Cuba, or which 
may permit or authorize any power to ob- 
tain by means of colonization or for mili- 
tary or naval purposes, or in any other 
manner, any foothold or authority, or 
right, over any portion of Cuba. 

“2. The government will not permit its 
territory to be used as a base of opera- 
tions for war against the United States 
or against any foreign nation. 

“3. The government of Cuba accepts in 
its entirety the-treaty of Paris, in which 
are affirmed the rights of Cuba to the 
extent of the obligations which are ex- 
plicitly indicated, and especially those 
which the international law imposes for 
the protection of life and property, and 
substitutes itself for the United States 


in the pledge which they assumed in 
that sense according to articles 12 and 162 


of the treaty of Paris. 

“4. Cuba recognizes as legally valid all 
acts of the military government during 
the period of occupation, also the righis 
arising out of them, in conformity with 
the joint resolution and the Foraker 
amendment and the existing laws of the 
country. 

“6. The governments of the United 
States and Cuba ought to regulate thea 
commercia] relations by means of 4 
treaty based on reciprocity and with 
tendencies toward free trade in natural 
and manufactured products, mutually as- 
suring ample special advantages in their 
respective markets.”’ 

Some Demands Not Treated Of. 

There are, it will be seen, some mat- 
ters set forth in the American demands 
which are not treated in these clauses of 
the constitution. Objection is made in 
the preamble to the demand for naval 
stations on the ground that “this in itself 
would militate against the independence 
which both parties desire to preserve.”’ 

With regard to other suggestions, such 
as the raising loans, the preamble points 
out that these are fully covered by the 
constitution, which document, in the 
opinion of the convention, amply pro- 
tects independence, including liberal laws 
as to the rights of foreigners and in- 
dividual rights. 

With regard to the sanitation question, 
the preamble declares that the future 
government should make satisfactory ar- 
rangéments with the United States to 
protect that country as well as Cuba. 

Way Open for Negotiation. 

These extracts from the Cuban con- 
stitution would seem to indicate a desire 
on the part of the constitution-makers to 
meet the United States half way, and in 
no spirit of animosity. The action of 
congress does not stipulate that the Cu- 
ban constitution must set forth in identi- 
cal words the pledges covered by the 
American demands, but does require that 
the government which is to be establish- 
ed‘ must, in order to be given government 
and control of the island, be formed 
“under a constitution which, either as a 
part thereof or In an ordinance appended 
thereto, shall define the future relations 
of the United States with Cuba, sub- 
stantially as’ eet forth in these Amer '- 
can demands. : ’ 

“Substantially as” opens g way for neé- 
gotiation and the president is undoubted- 
ly authorized to proceed with these nego- 
tiations in any way he deems best. While 
this might be construed as giving him a 
good deal of latitude, the president him- 
self is, I am told by high authority, de- 
termined that if the Cubans show a ten- 
dency to fall short of meeting these de- 
mands in any particular, he will summon 
congress together for new instructions. 
Building Up Anti-American Senti- 

menf. 

It is feared that a prolongation of dis- 
cussion will play into the hands of the ex- 
tremists by -building up anti-American 
sentiment throughout the island, and for 
this reason it is by no means certain 
fhat the president will avait until congress 
| comes together next December. The only 
thing likely to prevent congress being as- 
| sembled some time before then is a com- 

plete acceptance by the Cubans of the 
American demands and their incorpora- 
tion—to the letter—in the Cuban constitu-

fact nearing a successful close. 

The mutual purpose to stave off an- 
tagonisms by allowing pending franchises 

to sleep on in dusty pigeonhole, was never 
more apparent than at present. 

Gill’s Representatives Here. 

The presence in the city last week of 
several representatives of General John 
Gill, of Baltimore, president of the Mer- 
cantiie Trust and Deposit Com- 
pany, was kept so quiet that this 
happens to be the first intimation giyen 
to the public of the visit of these capital- 
ists. They came and, according to well- 
authenticated report, were in conference 
with representatives of both street rail- 
way companies. On Tuesday evening fol- 
lowing the advent of the Baltimore 
party, Harry M. Atkinson left for the 
east—it was announced for New York 
city. 


Again—the council committee on elec. 


tric and other street raflways was to 
have met yesterday afternoon to take 
up the franchises asked for by the At- 
lanta Rapid Transit Company along 
Peters and Cain streets. The meeting 
was brief and then, another puzzling, 
mysterious postponement was asked for 
and granted. © 

The legal representative of Mr, 
Atkinson appeared before the committee 
and requested, in view of the absence of 
the oriicipal, that action on the pending 
franchises be delayed. 

First Mysterious Delay. 

The postponement of yesterday’s meet- 
ing was not the first to attract public 
attention, nor yet to indicate a change of 
temper or purpose. 

It served to confirm to a large extent 
the public impression that “‘something’’ 
is in the alr. 

Two weeks ago today the aldermanic 
board, which meets again this afternoon, 
came together to consider the electric 
light franchise passed up by council. 
Strangely enough the subject was post- 
poned by unanimous consent and the step 
which the public thought would be taken 
in the direction of competition, was not 
considered. 

No reasons were made public for this 
postponement except that more amend- 
ments were contemplated. The gentle- 
men who had petitioned for the right to 
operate a competitive electric lighting 
plant sat without the railing and are said 
to have smiled pleasantly at the unanil- 
mous postponement action. 

Another Delay Today? 

It is said to be highly probable that 
when the aldermanic board meets this 
afternoon no decision will be reached 
relative to the lighting franchise. 

A prominent member of the board 
stated yesterday afternoon that in all 
likelihood a second postponement of the 
matter would be agreed to today. What 
will take place at the session this after- 
noon, however, remains to be seen. 

In the meantime nothing is happening 
to abate the buzzing impression that a 
deal is on between the rival railway com- 
papies. Those who are familiar with the 
city ordinance which would impose a 5 
per cent tax on the companies in case of 
consolidation, do not believe that actual 
consolidation is contemplated. The gen- 
eral opinion seems to be that a working 
alliiance—offensive and defensive—is on 
foot, and that the white dove of peace 
will perch on the rival standards when 
the present armistice is over.

“The re-districting committee is com- 
posed of Councilman C. A. Barrett, chair- 
man; Alderman G. Y. Pierce, Alderman 
S. W. Day, Councilman W. C. Rawson, 
Counciifman A. C. Minhinnett, Councilman 
gS. C. Glass, Councilman BE. C. Kontz, 
Councilman T. D. Longino, Fulton Col- 
ville, John 8S. Parks, Joel Hurt, H. M. 
Atkinson, Marion Jackson, Morris Hirsch, 
J. 8S. Holland and Forrest Adair. 

Both the mayor and the city engineer 
are ex-officio members of the committee, 
and will take part in the deliberations 
of that body this morning. 

Some time ago Councilman Barrett, of 
the first ward; introduced an ordinance 
in council providing that the city should 
be redistricted with more regard to the 
center of-population, This proposed or- 
dinance was referred in due course to 
the ordinance committee, which, after 
hearing from Mr. Barrett concerning the 
matter, returned the paper to council with 


a favorable report. 
One of the provisions of the ordinance 


was tothe effect that the mayor pro tem. 


should appoint a committee of eight from , 


the general council and a similar com- 
mittee to be composed of citizens at large, 
to confer and suggest the best method for 
the re-arrangement of the city as to 
wards. The méeting today will be the 
first to be held by this general commit- 
tee. 

It is expected that Chairman Barré¢tt 
will appoint several sub-committees this 
morning, whose duty it will be to thor- 
oughly investigate. the necessary details 
of the proposed changes, and it is prob- 
able that it will be some time yet before 
a report is made to council concerning 
the matter. 

For the past week City Engineer Clay- 
ton, acting upon the request of Chair- 
man Barrett, has prepared several maps 
of the city showing various suggested 
changes, and these will doubtless be sub- 
mitted to the committee for considera- 
tion. veral of these plans provide for 
ten instead of seven wards. 

The matter of redistricting the city has 
already occasioned considerable comment, 
and much interest is being felt in the 
work of the committee.

MARCH WINDS WHISTLED FIERCELY

that the prophesy of the observer would 
b efulfilled. While it was colder last 
night than it was the night before, the 
rays of sunshine which will come this 
morning will make the day warmer than 
yesterday. In the afternoon the difference 
between the temperatures of the two 
days will be very perceptible. 

The cold wave dashed across south- 
eastern Texas and northern Florida yes- 
terday and today will waste its fury on 
the eastern waves of the Atlantic that 
roll toward the coast of Florida: And-as 
the wave of high barometric pressure 
recedes from its present position the 
weather fn Atlanta will become warmer. 
Within forty hours it is expected the 
temperature will have risen until the day 
has become the same summer day last 
Monday was. 

During the past twenty-four hours the 
mean degree registered by the ther- 
momeéter was 24, while the lowest point 
to which the merctiry declined was’ 17. 
During the day the very highest the sun 
was able to bring the temperature was tuo 
the 3ist degree.

THEY WILL HAVE TO WAN 


Law Will Not Permit Them To En- 
ter Home and Receive Pensions 
the Same Year — Still 
Enough Applicants 
To Open Home. 


Fourteen, of the fifty-six veterans whose 
applications for admission to the soldiers’ 
home have just -been passed upon favor- 
ably by the board of trustees are on the 
state pension rolls, and thirteen of the 
fourteen have drawn their pensions for 
this year. 

This discovery was made yesterday by 
an inspection of the pension rolls in the 
office of Pension Commissioner Lindsey. 
The other forty-two veterans whose ap- 
plications were acted on favorably are 
not on the pension rolls at all, and have 
not been recently. There is nos way of 
telling whether any of them have ap- 
plied for pensions and been refused them 
or not. 

The fourteen veterans whose admission 
to the home was passed on favofably 
and who are on the pension rolls are John 
A. Barrett, of Fulton county; Mark L. 
Witter, Fulton; James Lundy, Richmond; 
Charles’ L. Langford, Walton; W.° C. 
Ralphs, Bibb; J. W. Reynolds, Washing- 
ton; J. B. Hall, Troup; James N. Ste- 
phens, Fulton; James B. Bone, Floyd; 
B. G. Neal, Hall; J. N. *Wall, Bibb; 
Mendel Levy, Fulton, and M. C. Belcher, 
Elbert. 

Of the foregoing all but one have drawn 
their pensions for the current year. The 
exception is J. B. Hall, of Troup county, 


who is on the pension roll, but who dia 
not draw his pension for the reason that 
he desires to enter the. home this year. 

Pension Commissioner Lindsey promised 
him to arrange it so that if the home is 
not opened by May Ast his pension will be 
paid to him. 

The other forty-two veterans admitted 
to the home are not on the pension rolls, 
and none of them have been during recent 
years. No record is kept of those whose 
applications are refused, so that it can- 
not be told whether or not any of them 
have applied and been turned down. 

In acting favorably on the applications 
of the fifty-six veterans the board of 
trustees made a proviso that any one of 
them found disqualified to enter the home 
upon subsequent investigation could nog 
do so. It will be apparent at once, there- 
fore, that under the law there are xt 
least thirteen of them who cannot be ad- 
mitted this year. Apqording to the law, 
however, it is only requisite that the 
trustees shall have accepted forty bona 
fide applications before they are empow- 
ered to open the home,.and they have a 
sufficient number for that purpose. PB-¢.- 
sides this they are receiving applications 
every day, and it is expected that by 
the time the home is opened there will 
be at least seventy-five or eighty who 
will be found qualified to enter, 

The law gives the board of trustees 
considerable discretion tn the matter of 
admitting veterans to the home. It does 
not confine the inmates of the home to 
those who are entitled under the law to 
draw pensions, but simply requires that 
old veterans on the pension roll be given 
the preference. 

Unttr the law the trustees will, of 
course, have to decline to admit the thir- 
teen veterans referred to during the pres- 
ent year. They can, however, be @imitted 
after next October, the time from which 
the pensions date. 

Arrangements have been made to secure 
the entrance to the home of James Mur- 
phy, of Monticello, who drew his pensicn 
this year. The attorney general has de- 
cided that only the pro rata amount of 
the pension drawn will have to be paid 
back to the state. Under this decision 
those who have interested themselves in 
Murphy’s case will have to pay back only 
about $50 if Murphy enters the home on 
(May Ist. i

Milledgeville with a view to turning the 
surplus convict labor to some line of 
work that will prove of more financial 
value to the state than does the present 
result of their labors. 

At present the plan is in the stage of 
investigation and discussion, but there is 
every indication that the commission has 
something practical in view. In the first 
place they have been discussing for some 
time the advisability of establishing a 
briek plant at the farm, and they have 
also made investigations with this end in 
view. Samples of clay from the farm 
have been secured, and these will be test- 
ed with a view to deterinining their value 
for brick making. Many of the convicts 
at the farm could readily be employed 
at making brick, and if it is found that 
the facilities are at hand, especially a 
‘supply of the proper kind of clay, it is 
believed the making of brick could be 
made a paying industry to the state. 

But the grison conimission has not 
stopped its investigation at the brick 
question, The making of stoves and 
cooking utensils has recently been in- 


at the beginning, and.before taking any 
action the commissioners would, of 
course, want to be certain that they 


‘would get the results aimed at. It would: 


‘also require considerable training before 
the convicts could take hold of such work, 
and there are other important details to 
be taken into consideration. 

Pew states have laws ‘against the sale 
of convict-made goods, and at present 
they are distributed from one end of the 
country tothe other. The main body of 
Georgia’s convicts are leased to various 
firms and corporations, but there is, and 
alwaye will be, a large surplus not leased 
for various reasons, many of whom could 
probably be used to advantage in some 
kind of manufacturing establishment. 

The plan is, of course, as yet in the em- 
bryonic stage, and whether it will be de- 
veloped depends altogether on future cir- 
cumstances. The prison commissionere 
are progressive and they will make a 
thorough investigation before determin- 
ing upon any course of action..If they 
decide to take such a step, or to make a 
recommendation to the legislature on this 
line, they will first assure themselves 
that it will be of profit and advantage 
to the state. 


CLAIM JAW BONE 
WAS DOCTORED 


Sensational Development in Pitt Case 
Yesterday. 


QUESTION WAS RULED OUT 


Attorneys Claim That Broken Bone 
Was Doctored at the College. 


OR. R. F, INGRAM GIVES TESTIMONY 


Several Doctors Go on Stand for 
Mrs. (Laura Pitt amd Sustain 
Her Contention. 

The second day of the trial of the case 
of Mrs. Laura J. Pitt yesterday, against 
the Atlanta Dental college, in which Mrs. 
Pitt is seeking to recover $15,000 for the 
alleged breaking of her jaw bone, was 
marked by a very gensational feature. 
This consisted of an effort by the attor- 
neys for Mrs, Pitt—S. C. Tapp and George 
Westmoreland—to prove that two former 
officials of the college had put the piece 
of broken jawbone through a chemical 
process in order to make it appear dis- 
eased and for the purpose of using it as 

evidence for the college in the case. 

This feature was developed when Dr. 
R. F. Ingram was placed on the stand. 
He was formerly a student at the college 
and graduated from the institution. At- 
torney Tapp asked him if Dr. White, 
who was a demonstrator, and Dr. Fort, 
who was a professor of bacteriology at 
the college at the time the suit was filed, 
had not admitted to him that this was 
"done. The question was not answered, 
owing to objection. The witness testified 
that Drs. White and Fort had resigned 
from the college and had taken up their 
residence in other states since the filing 
of the suit. : 

Dr. W. P. Burt, the dentist who treat- 
ed Mrs. Pitt after the alleged breaking 
of the jaw bone, and Drs. J. Cheston 
King, James L. Hull and William Perrin 
Nicolson testified for the plaintiff.

FIREMEN AT WORK 


Yesterday's Number Broke All Previous 
Daily Recerds, 


TWELVE “BLAZES FOUGHT 


The Damages Were Small in Each 
and Every Instance. -

MARCH WIND SCATTERED SPARKS 


Three Fires Occurred at Same Time. 
Pull Record of the’ Day’s 
"Work. | | 


Yesterday’s work by the fire department 
Proyes that February is not the only 
menth in which records are broken. 
March fs also able to put in a elaim and 
sustain it along the same line, for the 
number of cails received and answered 
by the fire department during yesterday 
breaks all records in the history of the 
department, and does so in an easy gal- 
lop with the rider pulling up in the last 
quarter. 

The stiff wind the March blizzard 
brought along was the rider that sent 
the record of this track along so swiftly 
fur the first half of yesterday that all 
previous ones were made to look like dead 
runners. The pace was killing, and from 
6 to 3 o’clock was all the time necessary 
for the speedmaster to do better than 
was ever done before in more than twice 
the numbercof hours. 

The firemen were waked yesterday 
morning at 6:45 o’clock to answer a call 
from box 67 to 265 Haynes street. They 
found the March wind out even before 
they were, and his stinging whips around 
the corners sent the blood quickly to the 
face of the men, even as it sent the red 
blazes to the roofs of houses. From the 
véry minute the men received their first 
call until late last night their time was 
filled with continuous answering of 
alarms, and when the day had nearly 
departed the little slate at headquartzs 
had both sides and borders filled with a 
record of twelve fires. 

This record shower that twelve calls 
had been answered, a feat never before 
accomplished. The previous record for 
twenty-four |-oura was cnly ten fires, It 
was made last month, which proved the 
record breaker of all time past. Yester- 
day, however, put a new month down as 
a record breaking month, and established 
a yrecedent which may stand for many 
years. 

At one time during the day there were 
three calls at the same time. All came 
in while No. 1 department was out. A 
very pecuilar connection with yesterday’s 
record breaking was the fact that. little 
damage was done at any of the fires. The 
fvll record is as follows:

Viaduct Will More Nearly Resemble 
Suspension Bridge Than the 
Forsyth Street Structure. 
Will Obstruct Streets © 
but Short Timea, 


All the materia] for the construction ana 
erection of the Whitehall street viaduct 
will reach Atlanta by April 16th. The 
stone for the mansonry will.come from 
Stone Mountain and Lithonia. This is 
practically ready.for delivery and will 
be shipped here when it is needed. The 
steel frame work and the fancy iron 
moldings for the upper sections of the 
viaduct are being made in Brooklyn and 
will be ready for delivery by the middle of 
next month. It will not be needed be- 
fore that time. ’ 

It is proposed in order to delay traffic as 
short a time ag possible on Whitehall 
Street to rush the work when it once 
begins. 

The viaduct will have much less ma- 
Ssonry work on it than has the Forsyth 
street bridge. In its general form and 
structure it will more nearly resemble a 
suspension bridge. It will have a span 
that will completely cover the railroad 
right of way and there will be no foun- 
dations between the tracks. This lack 
of masonry support in the center and ap- 
parent absence of foundations will give 
the viaduct a lighter and more imposing 
appearance than the other bridges that 
now span the railroad tracks. 

Grant Wilkins, who was awarded the 
eontract for building the bridge, said yes- 
terday that he would probably not begin 
work until April Ist. The masonry sup- 
perts and foundations will be laid first. 
The work of construction will be so ar- 
ranged that Whitehall and Peachtree 
streets will be obstructed as short a time 
as possible. When the work has begun it 
will be rushed forward to completion in 
as short a time as possible,

Chicago, March 6.—Taking it as a whole, the 
day in the grain and provisions market came 
close to yesterday’s record in the matter of 
dullness. The former markets tended down 
following some strength early, wheat closing 
unchanged, corn a shade lower and oats %c 
depressed, Provisions closed a shade to 7%c 
higher. 

Wheat started with a good demand from 
shorts and commission houses, the market be- 
ing influenced by. a sharp advance at Liver- 
pool and still felt the impetus which the 
market gained on the curb yesterday after the 
close, This strength was due to a sudden 
fear that the cold weather had done or would 
do severe damage to the infant crop, and as 
the weather was still frigid today the infiu- 
ence remained as a comfort to the bulls, al- 
though the bearishly inclined speculators smiled 
at it. May opened 4%@%@%c higher at 75% 
to 76@76%c, and sold to 76%c before shorts 
felt themselves secure, This bulge might 
have been larger had not an elevator con- 
cern, which recently had been friendly to 
higher prices, dumped a million bushels. into 


the pit so openly that the talent was bound 
to pay attention, The market reacted to 76c 
during the forenoon and there held steady for 
some time, more from lack of selling pressure 
than from any demand. In fact, there was 
scarcely any pressure either way. The lack 
of outside demand later caused a further de- 
cline on a dull market and the close was 
easy, May unchanged to 75%c, bottom price 
for the day. Primary receipts were 607,000 
bushels, compared with 575,000 bushels last 
year, while seaboard clearances in wheat and 
flour were equal to 526,000 bushels.

Three Atlanta Negroes Are Liber- 
ated—Fred Douglass, Who Was 
Arrested in Cartersville, 
Will Be Seen by Mrs. 
Buchanan. Today. 


The three negroes who were held on 
suspicion of having entered the residence 


| of Mrs. Charles Buchanan at % Spring 


street last week and subjected her to 
cruel treatment. were taken before Mrs. 
Buchanan yesterday morning by Detec- 
tives Chosewood and Ozburn. 

Mrs. Buchanan looked at the three men 
a few moments and stated that none of 
the three filled the description. 

The Constitution stated three or four 


answered the description given by Mrs. 
Buchanan, and this statement was cor- 
roborated by the woman herself yester- 
day. 

The three prisoners were Abe McCaw, 
Jim Williams and Will Madison. As soon 
as the identification proceeding was over, 
the chief of police 6rdered them released. 
Suspect Brought from Cartersville. 

Fred Douglass, a negro who was ar- 
rested in Cartersville, was brought to 
Atlanta last night by Detective Chose- 
wood. The prisoner is short of statute, 
stout and black. He has a moustache, 


but it is so small as that it would not 
be noticed at first glance: He has a 
solid gold tooth which can be ‘plainlv 
seen, and if he is the right negro Mrs. 
Buchanan would have seen the tooth and 
can identify him by that. 

Douglass told so many conflicting stories 
at Cartersville that the people there who 
talked to him were certain that the 
right man had been caught. 

There is evidently something crooked 
about Douglass whether he is the man 
wanted or not. He is mixed up in a mule 
transaction, which is something of a co- 
incidence when the negro’s full name is 
taken into consideration. He had a mule 
and swapped it for a blind horse and he 
had the horse when arrested. The offi- 
cers believe Douglass stole the mule. 

He will be taken before (Mrs. Buchanan 
this morning for identification. 

Douglass,;: when seen by a reporter of 
The Constitution last night, stated that 
| he had lived in Atlanta for a year past, 
' but had done very little work. He left 
the city last Sunday, according to his 
statement, and went to Cartersville. He 
says he ‘“‘just wanders about the courftry 
working a little and enjoying himself.” 
He claims to have bought a mule for 330 
and swapped it off for the blind horse.

FOR REFORMATORY 


Plans for Institution Adopted by County 
Commissioners Yesterday. 


WILL RECEIVE BOYS ONLY 


Owing to Limited Means No Provis- 
ion Is Made fer Girls. 


PALMER MAKES A RECOMMENDATION 


‘Law Is To Be Changed So Youthful 


Criminals Will Receive Sentences 
for Indefinite Periods.

The board of county commissioners yes- 
terday. accepted the plans of George Wil- 
son Stewart for the Fulton counts re- 
formatory and the preliminary work of 
the construction of the institution will 
begin in a very short time. The plans 
call for the erection of a two-story brick 
structure, which is to cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $8,000. The kitchen and mess 
hall to be wooden structures and the farm 
buildings, at present on the site, may be 
adapted to this purpose. 

The pullding is to be occupied solely by 
white boys and no provision has been 


made fur the reception of girls, owing to 
the limited means for the reformatory. 
The institution is to be conducted on the 
plan known as the cottage system and 
the commissioners will endeavor to elimi- 
nate every feature that would tend to 
give the institution the appearance of a 
prison, 

Chairman H. E. W. Palmer, of the 
reformatory committee, who recently 
made a tour of inspection of the reforma- 
tories at Jersey, near Chattanooga, at 
Nashville, Cincinnati, Lancaster, O., and 
Augusta, reported to the board the result 
of his observations and submitted several 
recommendations which were adopted. 
The Lancaster institution, which is oper- 
ated under the cottage system, impressed 
Chairman Palmer most favorably and he 
recommended that this system be adopted. 

He also recommended that a bill be 
framed to secure a change in the law in 
order that the youthful criminals can be 
sent to the reformatory for an indefinite 
period. 

Mr. Palmer stated that he was inform- 
ed that umder this plan the average 
length of confinement was only eighteen 
months. 

Under the cottage system the boys are 
kept somewhat in the nature of families, 
a certain number of boys being under 
the supervision of an official] and his wife 
and each “family’’ occupying a separate 
cottage. The Fulton county building will 
be conducted as a cottage and as the 
institution grows other ¢ottages will be 
constructed. 


COLLIDES WITH A WAGON.

THE TWENTY-SIXTH 


Four Were Added. to Roll Yesterday 
and Others Are Waiting. 
TWENTY-NINTH COMING HOME 


Will Sai] from Manila So as To Ar- 
rive About Middle of May. 


NEW CHAPLAIN IS ORDERED HERE 


Chaplain Ivory H. H. Headley To 
Succeed Chaplain ©. J. Nave at 
Fort McPherson. 


Recruits for the Twenty-sixth regiment 
infantry, United States army, are ar- 
riving slowly at Fort McPherson, though 
the prospects are they will begin to come 
in more rapidly within a few days.
